The  truth  is  that  Fascism  is  seeking  to  raise  its  ugly  head  again  and  its  tattered 
•    remnants  are  seeking  shelter  under  Franco's  cloak. 

This  arch-criminal  should  be  standing,  at  this  moment,  in  the  dock  with  his  fellows 
:    in  bestiality,  Hess  and  Goering,  and  the  fact  that  he  is  still  free,  and  torturing  Spain, 
largely  through  the  protection  of  the  British  Government,  is  a  stain  upon  our  honour  ; 
it  must  be  ended  at  once. 

The  glorious  page  of  history,  written  by  our  comrades  in  Spain,  in  the  grim 
struggles  of  1938  to  1939,  against  Franco,  Mussolini  and  Hitler,  along  with  the  political 
fight  here  in  Britain  to  end  the  policy  of  non-intervention  which  was  pursued  by  the 
Chamberlain  Government,  will  live  forever  in  the  history  of  the  working-cla.'is. 

Spain  must  cease  to  be  a  breeding  ground  for  Fascism,  and  the  base  from  which. 

they  can  build  up  their  forces  again  for  the  purpose  of  challenging  the  peace  of  the 

world.  The  hatred  of  Fascism,  which  sent  great  internationalists  like  George  Brown, 

_^Hans  Kahle  and  many  others  to  lead  the  struggle  in  Spain,  is  needed  today  more 

in  ever. 

The  Government  must  end  all  economic  and  political  relations  with  Franco  at  once.
